1 . The reply filed on 1 0/27/2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Regarding Applicant's amendments to the specification it is noted that: 

a. Applicant's attempt to rename dimples 16 to projections 16 dose not 
adequately rename ALL references to said "dimples" as indicated in, for 
example, line 2 of page 5 and the 4 th line from the bottom of page 6 and 
the replacement ABSTRACT of the response received 10/27/205, etc., 

b. The word "deflect" is still misspelled in, for example, the replacement 
ABSTRACT of the response received 10/27/205. 

Regarding Applicant's amendments to the claims it is noted that: 

a. Claim 9 has not been amended to overcome the lack of antecedent 
basis rejection of section 6a and b of the Office action mailed 5/18/2005. 
A dimple of a guide thimble sleeve must be present before a projection 
can be inserted within. Further, " a dimple of a guide thimble sleeve" is 
singular, wherein " the dimples of the guide sleeve" implies more than "a" 
dimple is present when no such plurality of dimples has been previously 
set forth. 

b. Claim 10 has not been amended to overcome the rejection of section 
6e of the Office action mailed 5/18/2005.
